President Roosevelt to Make 
Radical Changes in the 
Canal Commission 

at Once, 


Men Who Dig the Waterway Must 
Direct the Task on theIsth- 
Notfrom Wash-

Washington, D. C., March 5.—[(Special.}— 


Now that the fifty-eighth congress has ad- 
| journed without an agreement touching the 


Panama canal commission, the president is 
free to take such action as may commend 
itself to his judgment. That he will inau- 
gurate meastres, and very radical méas- 
ures, in the premises, everybody close to:him 
confidently ¢xpects. 

' He has declared his purpose to that effect 
time and time again. Moreover, he has said 


that he would act immediately in whatever 


direction’ hé may elect to pursue. It is quite 
possible that we shall hear from him within 
the next two or three days—perhaps within 
the next twenty-four hours. | 
As I have already explained, he regards th 
commission as an obstacle to harmonious 
expedition. He believes firmly in the vir- 
tue of individual effort and sets no value 
on community effort as represented by a de- 
Mberative council. If he must have commis- 
sioners—and the senate clearly prefers that 
arrangement—he can at least have them in 
isolated and subordinate positions, . with 
clearly defined duties and responsibilities, 
and he can divest them of their functions as 
a compact body intermediate between the 
secretary of war and the enterprise itself. 


In other words, while he cannot obliterate 


the commission he can readjust the commis- 
sioners so that they will no longer act col- 
lectively as a tribunal or a distinct authority, 
and he may also reduce their numbers by the 
simple act of removing them in bulk and then 
filling only such vacancies as he may think 


t’s ‘Plans OutHned 

His present purpose, as I understand it, is 
to assign one commissioner to the active and 
immediate control of the canal enterprise— 
under the secretary’s orders, of course. An- 
other will be put in charge of the sanitation 
scheme, occupying similar relations to the 
head of the war department. There may 
also be a third to discharge the duties now 
imposed upon Gen. Davis and Minister Bar- 
rett~in. brief, the political, diplomatic, and 
police powers will be consolidated under one 
officer, and he also will report directly to 

Thus there will be a commission, in the 
sense that there are commissioners, but the 
old machinery of obstruction will disappear 
and the president will rid the enterprise of 
what ‘he notoriously regards as a fatal han- 
gate agencies are indispensible, certain 
services must be rendered. The president 
doesn’t care what titles the different in- 
cumbents bear—commissioners, sanitary offi- 
cers, governors, ambassadors, it is all the 
same to him. What he wants and is deter- 
mined to have is such a reorganization of the 
official force as will permit harmonious and 


‘Most important of all, he intends that the 
agents of the enterprise shall oc- 
cupy themselves on the isthmus, where their 
duties lle, and. where only they can render 
{ntelligent and fruitful service. Mr. Roose- 
velt has all the talent he needs here in 
Washington. The day of the luxyrious and 
leisurely debating society is over. Hence- 
forth It is to be business, and business om the 
spot—a set of gentlemen to do as they are 
told and equipped with the knowledge that 
will enable them to do it well. The presi- 
dent and the secretary of war will attend to 
the brain work and the statesmanship. 
'This,: then, is. Mr. Roosevelt's program. 
He wants action and is bent on having it. 
The senate has refused to abolish the com- 
mission, so the president will make the mog 
of the material thrust upon him. I am not 
so sure, indeed, that he resents the senate’s 
position, now that it has been fully ex- 
plained to him.

It 

will not be completed by the end of another 


term—by 1909, indeed—should the people 


sist on his serving them still again, and they 
think there should be certain officials always 
at the disposal of the government who have 
acquired familiarity with the plans and 
methods of the original patrons and author- 
ities. | 

-Mr. Roosevelt will not be Mr. President 
forever, There is no reason to believe, not- 


tigiists, that the:canal will be finished within 
ten years. The conclusion, therefore, is that 
it will be much better to have at hand, as ad-. 
ministrations change and new executives 
sneceed the old, a few Officiais qualified to 
speak for the past and advise authoritatively 
as regards the future. | 

I think I can say with confidence that Mr. 
Roosevelt is fully reconciled to this view of 
the matter and that he sees his way to the 
inauguration of real canal building as things, 
stand. ‘ ; 

Sea Level Canal Impossible. 

There is just one more word to say; it would 
vastly simplify this question in the pub- 
lic mind to have it understood, once for all, 


| that the issue is not that of a sea level canal 


as against a lock canal. . Nature has so ar- 
ranged it that we cannot possibly have an 
interocean waterway across the isthmus of 
Panama without locks. On the Pacific side 
there is a fluctuation, twice each day, of 
twenty feet. : 
fluctuation is only about one foot. Without 
some locks, therefore, safe navigation would 
be impossible. Even if the canal itself were 
able to survive this tremendous torrent to 
and fro no vessel could undertake the tran- 
sit. The question, then, is between a canal 
with one or two locks and a canal with five 
or six or eight locks. : 

The sea level idea is beautiful, iridescent, 
roseate, but it remains an idea. .From every 
practical point of view it is impossible.

In the death seater any of Peter Fahrney, 
1074 Warren avenue, the Dunkard church of 
América loses one of its wealthiest members.

Hunger Drives to Seek Death. 

Then Johnson told how, when wandering 
along the railway tracks, he had found corn 
and wheat which had been swept from the 
cars. With this he filled his pockets. Again 
he was driven away. . 

Believing the last means of procuring sus- 
tenance had been denied him, the boy de- 
cided to kill himself. During a week he had 
eaten only grain and scraps, and he felt weak 
and dizzy. 

“T knew it was wrong to do it,” he told 
the questioners. “‘ I knew I would not go to 
heaven, maybe, but then.I knew I would die 
in a little while, anyway, and I felt so bad 
every day that I didn’t think it mattered 
much. I wasn’t sorry or glad when that man 
pulled me out. I just didn't care much.” 

The policemen at the station contributed 
several dollars for the boy, and@ will en- 
deavor to procure work for him today.

“T have been deserted by my husband, and 
it will kill me unless he is found and brought 
back.”’

DIVORCES WHILE. YoU Wait. 

There has long existed a belief, which 
has been shared: by the lawmakers of most 
states and countries, that the granting of 
divorces is one of the most delicate dnd. 
important functions of the courts. Upon } 
the ‘way in which this function is per- 
formed,:it has been thought, depends in no 
small measure the welfare of society. This 
opinion evidently is not shared by some of 
the. judges of the courts of Cook county. 
Eleven divorces were. granted last Satur- 
day. The average time consumed by the 
hearings which preceded the issuance of 
the-decrees was eight minutes. One hear- 
ing took but three minutes. Three took but 
four minutes .each, . No more than fifteen 
minutes was devoted to any of the eleven. 

Perhaps the prevalent notion that the 
court should take care before granting a 
divorce to ascertain there is good ground, 
or at least some ground, for such action is 
a crude relic of a less enlightened age. It 
may be that the granting of a divorce is a 
no more important piece of public business 
‘than the registering of a deed or the chang- 
‘ing of a man’s name from Smith to Smythe. 
If so, the judges of thacourts of Cook coun- 
ty are justified in sending litigants through 
the mill as fast as possible. Their time is 
valuable. All of them have a good deal of 
work to do inside their courtrooms: and 
some of them manage to fing a good deal.
